City Council Spending — 
Under Attack By Griffin 


Tempers flared at Monday 
night's City Council meeting as 
a new expense allotment policy 
was proposed by Councilman 
Patrick Griffin. 


Griffin recommended the end- 
ing of the current system of giv- 
ing a flat allotment to City 
Councilmen charged with at- 
tending a function and in the 
futupe they only be reimbursed 
for expenses incurred. 


Griffin first moved to refer a 
communication from City Ad- 
ministrator James Turner that 
included information on the ex- 
pense allotment policy of other 
local cities to the Budget Com- 
mittee for reference for the 
next fiscal year. This was pass- 
ed unanimously by the City 
Council, 


Griffin and Vice-Mayor Mi- 
chael Gleason cited the recent 
League of California Cities 
three day conference in Monter- 
ey, that they both attended, as 
an example of the unnecessarily 
excessive amounts of money 
given for expenses. 


According to Griffin, by the 
City’s allotment formula, the 
City Councilmen were given 
$325 for the conference. 


“I only paid out about $95 for 
the whole conference, which in- 
cluded the $50 registration fee,” 
Griffin said. 


The young City Councilman 
explained that this was a very 
low figure because instead of 
staying in a hotel he spent the 
two nights with friends 


“Even allowing for $20 per 
night for a hotel room it still 
comes to only $135,” Griffin 
said. 


Gleason explained that he had 
spent somewhat more than 
Griffin, but still much less than 
the allotted money 


“T turned $80 back in today 
because that happened to be 
what was in my pocket, but i 


still have more to return,” 
Gleason said 

Both Councilmen have said 
they will return all unspent 
monies. 


Councilman Herbert Call, who 
also received the $325, although 
he did not attend the confer- 
ence, said that he would return 
the money. 


“T used to return all the mon- 
ey I didn’t spend, but I found 
that no one else did it so I 
stopped too,” Call said. 


Neither Mayor Richard Clark 
or Councilman George Hein 
Said if they had received money 
or if they had, did they plan to 
return it, 


Jerry Cariola, a representa- 
tive of the Teamsters Union and 
an Albany resident spoke in de- 
fense of the large expense allot- 
ment. He explained that in his 
line of work they had similar 
gatherings and that usually 
they were an opportunity to get 
to know people 


“You could have spent that 
money buying a drink or two 
for the other people at the con- 
ference or taking them out to 
dinner so Albany wouldn't look 
cheap,’ Cariola said 


Griffin explained to Cariola 
that the purpose of the confer- 
ence was not particularly to 
meet people, but more to get 
people with common problems 
together so they could compare 
and discuss them, 


Mayer Clark also opposed 
Griffin’s recommendation.
